whicht is ſhed koꝛ you in the remyſlion 
of ſinnes. To the whiche woꝛdes Chꝛiſt 
addeth bꝛreade and wine, with the which 
the faithful receyue his very bodpe, and 
his very bloud ſpiritually; which;i, ſyg⸗ 
nes, be as ſeales, that the woꝛds of chꝛiſt 
be agreable vnto the trewth, Wherkdꝛe 
was this lacramente inſtituted? foꝛ two 
tauſes cwelbtloued chyldzen) firſte that 
we ſhould not donbte that there is geut 
to vs truely, whiche the goſpel both pꝛo⸗ 
miſe vs, that is the reunſſion of fynnes, 
and lyte enerlaſtynge, foꝛ Jeſu Chꝛyſtes 
ſake, then, that we ſhoulde declare our 
fayth befoꝛe the woꝛld, fo: befoze god it 
is ſufficient fo: vs to beleue the gholpel:
